and radio, will be to recommend 
that the 10 per cent income tax 
surcharge be extended.

WASHINGTpN (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson is expected to out- 
line his analysis of the State of 
the Union in broad terms to- 
night and defer recommenda- 
tions for specific legislation to 
his successor. 


The address is scheduled to 


begin at 8 p.m. C.S.T. 


Close associates of the out- 


going President say the only ex- 
ception in his farewell address 
to a joint session of Congress, 
and to the nation via television 
and radio, will be to recommend 
that the 10 per cent income tax 
surcharge be extended. 


By doing so he can include the 


$13 billion annual revenue pro- 
duced by the surcharge in his 
budget for fiscal 1970, and thus 
show a small surplus when he 
sends his last breakdown on 
government spending to Con- 
gress Wednesday. 


Johnson • and President-elect 


Nixon have been maneuvering 
for two weeks over the issue of 
extending the tax, approved for 
one year by Congress ^ as a 


check on an overheated econo- 
my and due to expire June 30. 


The President, reported to be- 


lieve that the tax was still need- 
ed to combat inflation, tried to 
get Nixon to join him in a public 
statement advocating extension. 
Nixon, who had criticized the 
tax surcharge during the cam- 
paign, declined such a state- 
ment. 


But after it became known

surcharge, with or without Nix- 
on's endorsement, he apparent- 
ly got private assurances of sup- 
port from the president-elect.

Mitchell Says Hell Use Wiretapping to Fight Crime 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John 


N. Mitchell said today that if 
confirmed as attorney general 
he will make use of wiretapping 
and electronic surveillance in 
warring against crime. 


Mitchell, a New York lawyer 


who managed President-elect land electronic eavesdropping by 
Nixon's campaign, testified be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


The Crime Control and Safe 


Streets Act passed by Congress 
last year authorizes wiretapping 


law enforcement 
officers 
to 


combat crime, but the Johnson 
administration has declined to 
make use of it. 


Mitchell said he felt it should 


be used carefully and effective- 


ly under the safeguards provid- 
ed by Congress in order to cope 
with organized crime. 


In reply to other questions, 


Mitchell testified that he pro- 
poses to carry out the civil 
rights acts passed by Congress 


and to serve as a legal, rather 
than a political, adviser to Nix- 
on.

The Jan Commission Report 


As our Madison correspondent has 


noted, there will doubtless be some disap- 
pointment among the less attentive public 
officials and taxpaying constituent* of the 
state about the final conclusions of the Tan- 
task force on problems of local government 
finance, and the relations of local govern- 
ment budgets to the state tax base. 


But on balance, it is an honest and 


defensible report, realistically concluding 
what we have tried to explain in these 
columns on many occasions — that the 
issue of "tax 
islands" that has been 


denounced so often by some of the 
politicians is not nearly as important in 
causing an unequal distribution of local 
property tax burdens as they have pretend- 
ed, and even pretended to believe. 


The Tarr report, if it is adopted, will 


achieve a fair distribution, leveling off the 
peaks and valleys in local taxation some- 
what eliminating the most conspicuous of 
the "tax islands."' recognizing that popula- 
tion density has some relation to the cost of 
local government and proposing some 
sdditional help to localities in the way of a 
state-levied ad valorum tax on motor 
vehicles as property, increasing state 
contributions to local school budgets, and 
pointing the way to an ultimately more 
equitable and efficient system of using the 
multi-million dollar sums of money provid- 
ed to local governments out of state 
highway user revenues for the local road 
systems that need them most urgently as 
shown by their traffic statistics, 


Using 1967 full value levies, the report 


shows that the number of very low rate 
municipalities in the state would be 


reduced from 133 to 87 under its recom- 
mended formula for redistribution of state 
shared taxes and aids, that a few more 
municipalities would fall into the middle 
tax rate category, to constitute the vast 
majority of the whole, and that the number 
of very high taxing municipalities would be 
reduced from about 124 to 26. A transition- 
al formula 
proposal, moreover, which 


would have the state pick up half of 
the increased tax liability of the latter for 
the first year, and a portion of it in the 
second and third years that the program is 
operative, would ease the pain and hopeful- 
ly the resistance of those communities 
which will find their accustomed tax rates 
boosted under this plan. 


The advisory group could have indulged 


in some grandstanding and made its whole 
proposal more appealing, if it had asked for 
a multi-million dollar round of additional 
state taxation. That is what some of the 
municipal leaders of the state evidently 
hoped for. when they belatedly recognized 
that the elimination of the hated tax 
islands, by itself 
^ould not have an 


appreciable effect on the typical local 
property tax rate. But the commission did 
not regard the invention of more taxes as 
its business. Its mandate was to work out a 
redistribution formula, and it has done so 
to the best of its ability. If the result is not 
what many local officials had desired, and 
we don't doubt that it falls short, it merely 
illustrates that the issue was far more 
difficult and complex than some of the 
posturing local politicians of the state had 
led many of their constituents to believe. 


The Middle East Pot Boils 


As the situation in the Middle East 


continues to boil, leaders in several nations 
are seeking to find ways to ease, the 
tensions and prepare an atmosphere in 
which a real peace can be achieved. 


The United States Ambassador to the 


United Nations. James Wiggins, has sought 
to explain why our government could vote 
to condemn Israel for its raid on the 
Lebanese airport while at the same time we 
are selling more arms to Israel. The United 
States is willing at any time to discuss 
disarmament in the Middle East Mr. 
Wiggins said. "My Government can under- 
stand . . . the concern of the Israeli 
Government over the increasing interfer- 
ence with the right of unimpeded air travel 
between states." But he decried the attack 
on Lebanon which "has made efforts to 
control the actions of Fayadeen groups on 
its territory . . . and such a military attack 
upon an international airport is an unac- 
ceptable form of international behavior." 
Whatever the culpability of the Arab 
terrorists, they were acting alone and not 
as representatives of a responsible govern- 
ment 


The French have now cut off all arms 


shipments to Israel. The Soviet Union has 
proposed that the great powers guarantee 
the borders in the Middle East. But Israel 
has countered that it cannot accept an 
agreement imposed by a "hostile" big 
power, meaning Russia. And the French 
action may have convinced some Israeli

And to test it, "You can't just 
take plain old garbage off the trucks for 
the tests and bale it," a city official said. So 


leaders even more that they must be 
prepared to go it alone. 


But whatever Israel's strength in rela- 


tion to that of the Arab nations, such 
independence in today's world is impossi- 
ble. The double pincers of increased Soviet 
aid to the Arabs and a cutting off of 
assistance to the Israelis could reverse the 
military positions. 


We do not blame the Israelis for their 


anger at the continued acts of Arab 
terrorism. But the dangers of a full-scale 
war in the Middle East put increased 
responsibility upon the stronger nations to 
act reasonably. Like the United States in 
Asia and the Soviet Union in Eastern 
Europe, Israel has the greater responsi- 
bility merely because of its power. It 
should be pointed out that similar failures 
by both the United States and Russia have 
severely damaged the prestige of those 
countries and have threatened peace. As 
Ambassador Wiggins pointed out. 
"the 


history of the past year has shown that 
violence leads to violence, and that retalia- 
tion does not bring a halt to terrorism. In 
fact, it tends to weaken the forces of peace 
rather than to strengthen them." 


The Arabs must accept the territorial 


rights of Israel and its existence as a nation 
in the Middle East. But the best way now to 
go about getting such an admission is 
through the good offices of U. X. Ambassa- 
dor Gunnar Jarring and not by bombing 
airports.

'IS THIS TRIP NECESSARY?' 


Kratt Writes 
Psychological Blow at Inflation 
Needed Besides Other Measures

WASHINGTON - The coun- 


try is once again in the grip of 
an inflationary surge. And 
once again there is an argu- 
ment, reflected in the ups and 
downs of interest and 
tax 


rates, as to who shall pay for 
the rise in prices. 


The Federal Reserve Board 


ir cooperation with the outgo- 
ing Administration has follow- 
ed a policy that minimizes the 
cost to those least able to pay 
But the Board is now on the 
defensive against two groups 
— the conservative economists 
snd the New York banks —

who favor policies that would, 
in effect, put the burden on 
Negro workers and the low- 
income consumer 


The marks of the boom are 


superabundant. Prices are ris- 
ing at a rate of about 5 per 
cent annually. Wages are up 7 
per cent over last year. Busi- 
nessmen are planning new 
investments at a king-sized 
clip. Labor markets are very 
tight, with unemployment at 
33 per cent. Even Negro 
unemployment has touched an 
all-time low. 
DOSE NOT WORKING 


This surge has taken place 


despite a heavy dose of anti- 
inflationary medicine served 
up by the Johnson administra- 
tion. That included the 10 per 
cent income surtax, a rise in 
Social Security taxes due to go 
into effect this month, and a 
shift to a balanced budget that 
will take out of the economy 
some $25 billion of purchasing 
power. 


When it became plain that 


the Administration's anti-infla- 
tionary dose was not going to 
cool the economy, the Federal 
Reserve moved into action. 
Last month, it acted to tighten 
credit by raising the re-dis- 
count rate by a quarter of a 
point. 


But even in raising the rate, 


the Board moved in a selec- 


t l v e . discriminating, non- 
sledgehammer way to protect 
two groups. And in each case 
the Board's selective policy 
has come under fire. 


First, the Board has held 


down the amount of interest 
the big banks could pay to 
corporate depositors through 
the device known as the Cer- 
tificate of Deposit, or CD. The 
lid has kept funds in the 
weaker credit firms — notably 
the savings and loan institu- 
tions. Thus there has been 
assured, despite the raising of 
rates, an ample supply of 
Tportgage money for individ- 
uals wanting to buy homes. 


This policy has drawn the 


fire of the big banks. In order 
to maintain large corporate 
deposits, they have been press- 
ing the Federal Reserve for 
permission t o raise interest 
payable on the CDs. As part of 
the pressure, in a move de- 
signed to show that the whole 
interest rate structure had to 
be upgraded, the New York 
banks on Tuesday raised the 
ir.terest rate charged to prime 
borrowers to an all-time high 
of 7 per cent 
MONEY PLENTIFUL 


Secondly, the Board has kept 


the supply of money relatively 
plentiful. T h u s low-income 
consumers, dependent on cred- 
it for purchase of household 
necessities, have had abundant 
sources of funds, even though 
they have had to pay higher 
ir.terest on the money. 


This policy has drawn the 


fjre of the Chicago school of 
conservative economists. They 


have stepped up demands that 
fixed limits be placed on the 
amount of money the Board 
could inject into the economy 
at any particular period. 


Under this pressure, the Fed 


may have to bend. It may- 
have to contract the rate of 
money expansion; it may have 
to raise the rates of interest 
payable to big corporate de- 
positors on the CDs. 


Taken together with the anti- 


inflationary tax and budgetary 
dose that is coming up, those 
concessions might do more 
than merely dry up money for 
needy consumers and home 
buyers. They might cause the 
kind of economic downturn 
that would result in a fall in 
employment — and first of ail, 
Negro employment. 


In this situation, the first 


requirement is some way to 
insulate the most unskilled 
v.orkers against a drop in 
employment 
— pe r h a p s 


through a boost in training 
programs. The next require- 
ment is more weapons to fight 
inflation in a selective way — 
perhaps through a revival of 
the guidelines that enabled 
Federal authorities to sit on 
specific price and wage in- 
creases 


Finally, a major blow is 


required against the inflation- 
ary psychology. In that con- 
text it would be no bad thing if 
the President and President- 
elect stopped fencing around 
and came out in a joint 
declaration of support for re- 
newal of the 10 per cent surtax 
next year.

Wisconsin Report 
Legislative Session 
Will be Rehash of 
Preceding Two Years

MADISON - From the per- 


spective of the seasoned ob- 
server, the 1969 legislature 
appears likely to produce a 
fairly humdrum session. 


That is not to say that it 


won't deal with hard, vital, 
important and often contro- 
versial issues. 


But they will be the issue* 


with which the 
lawmakers 


have wrestled before, and 
inconclusively. There is no 
more assurance that they will 
be able to agree about some of 
them than in their most recent 
biennial deliberations. 


One of the ingredients that 


will make for a session not 
greatly different from those of 
1967 and 1965 is that for the 
most part the same men, with 
the same ideas, will be in 
charge. Circumstances have 
changed considerably, as in 
the looming budget deficit that 
is likely to monopolize much of

the energy and the floor 
debate of the new lawmaking 
season. 
MIGHT GET SIDETRACKED 


Indeed, the task of finding 


the money to finance contin- 
ued 
enlargement o f 
state 


spending in an 
inflatioary 


period, not to mention the 
revenue gap for the present 
budget, is likely to be so 
difficult and so censitive and 
to fuel so much debate be- 
tween the parties that many 
otherwise worthy and impor- 
tant subjects may be side- 
tracked for lack of attention. 


Gov. Knowtes as the leader 


of the solidly Republican gov- 
ernment has yet given few 
clues to any novel proposi- 
tions. One new theme that 
emerged from his campaign, 
which was keynoted largely on 
the "pointing with pride" de- 
vice that is the habitual pos- 
ture of the official seeking re- 
election rather than election, 
related to improving law en- 
forcement machinery. 


Without discounting the gov- 


ernor's intentions, however, or 
his good faith, it may be 
hazarded that if any program 
for the improvement of the 
police establishment is pre- 
sented that costs significant 
amounts of money, it will have 
its difficulties in the clamor- 
ous competition of the spend- 
ing interests. 


Knowles has shown • certain 


depth of conviction 
OB the 


proposals in the fit to of high- 
way safety that the 1967 
legislature spurned. He will 
again present an implied con- 
sent bill which would, require 
any vehicle driver to submit to 
a test of intoxication when 
arrested or forfeit Ms driving 
privilege!. The chances for 
such a measure hive improv- 
ed. But he regards a uniform 
beer drinking age for the 
whole state as a companion 
safety measure of equal im- 
portance, and no close observ- 
er of legislative attitudes is 
yet willing to venture a fore- 
cast that the latter will be 
enacted. 


There will be a 
hullabaloo 


about liberalizing the birth 
control laws, but such action 
remains doubtful. There will 
be pressure and heavy contro- 
versy about the demand for 
tuition grants for private and 
parochial school pupils. Legis- 
lators will have an easy es- 
cape hatch there because of the 
financial problems that im- 
pend. 


The Tarr Commission con- 


clusions on local government 
finance and organization are 
now outlined and it is probably 
fair conjecture that whatever 
it asks for in help for the 
cities will be less than the 
men in the city halls of the 
state want and will demand. 
This is so simply because to 
achieve a stabilization of prop- 
erty taxes — not to mention 
a cutback — and to finance 
the growing state government 
establishment will require a 
new state tax program of a 
severity that will make the 
average legislator flinch in 
dismay. 


NO SIGNIFICANT GAINS 
There is a fair chance for 


the enactment of a new formu- 
la 
for 
the distribution of 


shared taxes, but the financial 
gain for the cities won't be 
nearly as significant as some 
of the city hall men have led 
tnemselves to believe. 


Some of the local govern- 


ment organization proposals of 
the Tarr Commission may be 
as significant as its financial 
proposals. But they are also 
familiar enough. They include 
professional and county-wide 
property tax assessment sys- 
tems, extending the base of 
some service programs to the 
county, simplifying and mak- 
ing easier the urban annexa- 
tion process, among others. 
Nor will they be easy to enact, 
even with the prestige of the 
prospective sponsors. It is 
perhaps only through the tedi- 
um of repetition and gradually 
growing public understanding 
that there is any hope for their 
ultimate acceptance.

Harris Likes School 
Segregation - by Sex

I believe in grammar school 


segregation. But by sex, not 
by race. This would solve two 
sticky problems at once. 


Much of the latent opposition 


to school integration by race is 
the fear (justified or not) on 
the part of white parents 
about their girls. At the un- 
concious root of all racism lies 
the distaste for miscegnation. 
This feeling is irrational, or 
sub-rational, and therefore it 
is not amenable to logic, 
reason, or persuasion. 


At the same time, there are 


good educational reasons for 
separating the boys and the 
girls in the lower grades. Girls 
mature faster and learn better 
than boys do, at least until 
high school. Every test in 
every school has shown this 
to be true. 


Girls also mature faster 


biologically and socially. Most 
c o n v e n tional schooling is 
geared to feminine standards, 
and this is why far more boys 
than girls become dropouts, 
spiritually if not physically. 


Young boys require a differ- 


ent kind of schooling than girls 
do. Our present system stress- 
es conformity, neatness, quiet- 
ness, patience, docility, and 
gross motor skills - all of 
which appear sooner in girls, 
and some of which are dis- 
tinctly feminine traits. 


Boys should be taught in 


different 
ways from girls. 


Their education should be 
more kinetic, allowing them to 
move around, to touch, to 
make models, to work in 
smaller g r o u p s , to argue 
more, to exhibit more inde- 
pendence and self-determina- 
tion. 


Teaching should be adjusted 


to the realities of gender, and 
of the maturations! develop- 
ment — instead, we try to 
adjust the children to the 
teaching process, and crush 
thoae who won't easily fit Into 


it. Since the process was 
originally designed on a fem- 
inine bias, it is not surprising 
that young boys tend to do so 
much more poorly than girls. 


Separation by sex into dif- 


ferent classes, and even dif- 
ferent schools when feasible, 
would ease both the racial

conflict and the educational 
strain. It would bring true 
peers together, and boys of 
both races could work out a 
decent and wholesome rela- 
tionship without the stress of 
sexual anxieties on the racial 
level, or sexual competition on 
the academic level. 


But this would be both too 


simple and too revolutionary 
for the public school system, 
which p r e f e r s cumbersome 
solutions that solve nothing, 
but merely antagonize all par- 
ents and estrange all.youths. 
The demand for "separate but 
equal" education can be met 
with justice only when the 
boys are separated from the 
girls, and all get equal (which 
does not mean identical) op- 
portunity to maximize their 
abilities.

Few people are aware of 


what a problem fires really 
are. I'm sort of a nut on the 
subject because I feel.that the 
method used to fight fire is ail 
wrong. As long as fire depart- 
ments insist on- .smothering 
fires they will only succeed in 
saving the lots. A fire smoth- 
ered is a bomb! We live under 
a sea of oxygen that weighs 
over fifteen pounds to the 
square inch so it is virtually 
impossible to exhaust oxygen. 


Nothing burns, but certain 


things get'hot and turn into a 
gas. When the gas reaches a 
certain temperature and con- 
centration, a chemical reac- 
tion occurs which we call fire. 
The gas, called smoke, is the 
fuel of the fire, and it is 
necessary to get rid of these 
hot gasses to put out a fire. 
You can do this by opening the 
fire to get rid of the hot gases, 
and-or eliminating the source 
of energy that is producing the 
gases. 


It is rather interesting, at 


least to me, that some time 
after I had suggested my 
ideas to James Webb, head of 
NASA, P r e s i d e nt Johnson 
signed a bill to investigate 
what a fire is. When the final 
answer comes, you may re- 
member you read it here first!
